THE  ADVANCEMENT  DI\nSION 
frequently  receives  questions 
about  how  alumni  gifts  to 
Western  New  England  College 
can  help  to  support  the 
College's  mission  and  advancement 
goals.  From  providing  annual  gifts  to 
creating  endowed  scholarships,  there 
are  many  ways  to  support  the  College. 
As  a  result,  many  questions  arise  about 
how  best  to  help  the  College  meet  its 
fundraising  needs  both  for  today's  stu- 
dents and  for  generations  to  come. 

In  this  new  series.  The  Communicator 
seeks  to  help  dispel  some  the  miscon- 
ceptions about  fundraising  with  the 
assistance  of  our  Advancement  adminis- 
trators and  members  of  the  Alumni 
Association's  Advancement  Committee. 

To  begin  the  series,  we  asked  Beverly 
Dwight,  vice  president  for  Advance- 
ment, and  Andrew  Woodland  '01, 
coordinator  of  the  Advancement 


Committee,  to  address  some  of  the 
questions  that  alumni  and  friends  of 
the  College  commonly  ask. 

Beverly  Dv\aght  has  spent  the  last  15 
years  in  higher  education  with  four  years 
as  head  of  the  Advancement  Division  at 
Western  New  England  College.  During 
her  tenure,  she  has  helped  grow  the 
annual  giving  program  at  Western 
New  England  College  348  percent  from 
$304,000  in  1997  to  its  current  result 
of  $1,395,300  in  Fiscal  Year  2003. 

The  recipient  of  the  2003  Outstanding 
Service  to  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Alumni  Association  Award,  former 
alumni  trustee  Andrew  Woodland 
brings  the  perspective  of  a  recent  alum- 
nus with  a  young  family  to  his  volunteer 
work  for  the  Advancement  Committee. 

Together,  Bev  and  Andrew  will  help  to 
bring  the  needs  and  reasons  for  annual 
giving  into  sharper  focus.

Myth  #1.  Recent  graduates  can't 
afford  to  give.  "I'm  a  recent  graduate  with 
college  loans  to  pay  off.  I  can't  afford  to  give 
to  the  College  at  this  stage  in  my  life." 

Andrew:  "Giving  is  a  matter  of  setting 
priorities.  I  believe  supporting  high 
quality  education  is  every  person's 
responsibility,  so  I  give  what  I  can.  In 
the  years  immediately  following  gradua- 
tion, coming  up  with  a  large  gift  can  seem 
unmanageable,  so  try  setting  aside  one 
dollar  ever)'  few  days.  At  the  end  of  the 
year,  give  whatever  you  have  managed 
to  accumulate  to  the  College.  Even  small 
gifts  have  a  significant  cumulative 
impact,  so  your  gift  counts,  no  matter 
what  the  size." 

Bev:  "Every  gift  makes  a  difference! 
Unrestricted  annual  giving  is  the  cor- 
nerstone to  any  successful  fundraising 
endeavor.  Your  gift,  no  matter  the  size,  is 
added  to  the  thousands  of  other  annual 
gifts,  and  together,  a  significant  impact 
is  made.  Last  year,  we  raised  $315,000 
from  3,625  alumni  donors.  In  addition, 
over  $1  million  in  additional  funding 
was  raised  from  a  variety  of  sources 
in  support  of  special  projects,  which 
include  scholarships  and  academic 
programming  needs." 

Myth  #2.  Small  gifts  won't  make  a  big 
difference.  "The  number  of  alumni  who  give 
to  the  College  each  year  is  not  as  important 
as  the  total  number  of  dollars  received." 

Andrew:  "Participation  in  annual  giv- 
ing by  alumni  speaks  to  their  satisfac- 
tion level  with  the  College  and  quality 
of  education  they  received.  Accordingly, 
the  percentage  of  alumni  who  con- 
tribute each  year  to  their  college  is  a  key 
factor  in  the  college  rankings  published 
by  U.S.  News  &  World  Report.  By  making 
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a  contribution,  you  are  not  only  directly 
benefiting  Western  New  England 
College  students;  you  are  enhancing 
the  College's  reputation  and  the  value 
of  your  own  degree." 

Bev:  "The  key  here  is  getting  in  the 
'habit'  of  staying  connected  to  your 
alma  mater.  When  building  relation- 
ships with  our  alumni,  we  emphasize 
two  important  points.  The  first  is  for 
you  to  stay  involved  through  activities, 
events,  and  volunteer  opportunities  that 
the  Alumni  Association  offers.  The  sec- 
ond is  that  your  annual  and  continuing 
support  is  vital  to  bolstering  our  alumni 
participation  rate  of  giving.  The  fact 
that  the  gift  was  made  is  more  impor- 
tant than  the  amount.  Our  current 
alumni  participation  rate  of  giving  is 
12  percent,  well  below  the  national  aver- 
age. Our  goal,  over  the  next  few  years,  is 
to  increase  our  giving  rate  to  20  percent 
alumni  participation.  Very  often,  other 
constituents  (i.e.  foundations  and  corpo- 
rations) factor  in  the  alumni  rate  of  giv- 
ing when  making  funding  decisions.  It  is 
our  hope  that  you  feel  good  about  your 


lifelong  relationship  with  Western  New 
England  College,  and  that  as  your  life  and 
career  evolve,  your  involvement  and  your 
financial  support  will  also  evolve." 

Myth  #3.  Everyone  doesn't  need  to 
give  every  year.  "I  gave  a  gift  last  year.  The 
College  doesn't  need  my  support  every  year." 

Andrew:  "Annual  giving  is  the  financial 
foundation  from  which  capital  projects 
and  scholarship  endowments  arise  and 
are  maintained.  Money  is  spent  to  assist 
students  and  improve  the  campus  every 
year,  so  your  annual  gift  to  the  College  is 
crucial  in  funding  and  maintaining  vari- 
ous initiatives,  and  ensuring  the  College 
is  well  placed  among  the  U.S.  News  & 
World  Report's  college  rankings." 

Bev:  "Western  New  England  College  is 
an  institution  on  the  rise.  Teaching 
excellence,  creative  academic  programs, 
and  a  high  quality  student  experience 
are  propelling  the  College  to  a  new  level 
of  prominence.  Our  responsibility  is  to 
keep  you  informed  and  engaged.  By 
doing  so,  we  hope  that  your  pride  and

Daily  Doubles 

Faculty  at  Western  New  England  College 
have  an  open  door  policy  to  facilitate 
their  dual  roles  as  both  teachers  and 
mentors.  In  an  academic  environment 
where  doors  are  open,  the  theory  is, 
minds  are  sure  to  follow. 

Pelosi,  says,  "My  paradigm  is  that  you 
need  to  be  open  to  the  doors  that  open 
before  you.  You  need  to  know  your  skill 
sets,  but  you  also  need  to  be  proactive 
and  keep  your  eyes  and  ears  open."  At 
the  start  of  the  semester  she  holds  up  a 
small  piece  of  paper  to  her  students  and 
says,  "Your  window  is  this  big  now.  My 
job  is  to  make  that  window  bigger." 

The  recipient  of  the  Teaching 


Excellence  Award  (1997) 
and  Alumni  Association 
Faculty/Staff  Service  Award 
(2002),  Pelosi  understands 
that  student  engagement  is 
the  key  to  greater  compre- 
hension. Her  strong  con- 
nection with  hundreds 
of  alumni  is  testimony  to 
her  ability  to  impact  lives. 
Since  joining  the  faculty 
in  1985.  she  has  spent  years 
researching  and  perfecting  her  own 
unique  tools  for  taking  the  fear  factor 
out  of  such  courses  as  Statistics  and 
Quantitative  Methods. 

Monique  Dumais  '98,  a  nontradition- 
al  student,  not  only  gained  confidence 
in  her  mathematic  abilities  from  Pelosi, 
she  also  found  a  career  applying  them. 
Dumais  has  recently  earned  an  MBA 
and  enjoys  success  as  a  corporate 
quality  assurance  manager  at  Hardigg 
Industries,  in  Deerfield,  MA.  Dumais 
describes  Pelosi  as,  "a  professor  who  is 
still  growing  as  a  person.  She  doesn't 
talk  down  to  students  and  inspires  you 
to  want  to  learn." 

Today,  Dumais'  workplace  serves 
as  a  classroom  for  Pelosi.  The  professor 
has  provided  training  for  members  of 
Dumais'  department.  In  September,  the 
two  women  traveled  to  Hardigg 's  UK 
plant  in  Kent,  England,  to  observe  an 
ISO  9001:2000  certification  review.  In 
return  for  the  opportunity,  Pelosi  pro- 
vided staff  training  sessions.  Says

Dumais,  "The  most  important  lesson 
Marilyn  teaches  is  that  data  has  to  be 
both  valid  and  have  value." 

Dr.  Pelosi  is  also  a  prolific  writer. 
She  has  coauthored  two  textbooks  with 
former  engineering  faculty  member 
Theresa  Sandifer:  Elementary  Statistics: 
From  Discovery  to  Decision  (John  Wiley 
&  Sons,  2003)  and  Doing  Statistics  for 
Business  with  Excel  (John  Wiley  &  Sons, 
2002),  which  has  sold  10,000  copies  to 
Phoenix  University  and  has  been  trans- 
lated into  Chinese,  an  unprecedented 
achievement  for  "two  unknown 
authors,"  says  Pelosi. 

Here  on  campus  Pelosi  is  well  known 
for  her  infamous  hat  collection,  the 
music  she  plays  before  class,  her  candy 
reward  system,  "Students  will  do  any- 
thing for  extra  credit  or  candy — even 
grad  students,"  dinners  for  freshmen 
she  holds  at  her  home,  and  her  quirky 
holiday  socks.  Pelosi  is  the  first  to 
admit  there  is  a  "quantitative"  method 
to  her  madness:  when  the  professor  is 
approachable,  difficult  material  is  easier 
to  approach. 

Pelosi  has  found  her  students  thrive 
on  competition.  For  her,  the  game  of 
"Jeopardy"  is  a  perfect  fit.  Used  as  pre- 
exam  review  for  extra  credit,  Pelosi  has 
honed  the  classic  game  show  into  a 
much-loved  activity.  The  game  brings 
out  healthy  competition  in  her  students 
while  driving  home  lessons  that  the  best 
answers  result  from  the  best  questions. 

Pelosi  says,  "Our  students  will  do 
anything  you  ask  them  to  do  if  they 
know  that  you  will  do  whatever  it  takes 
on  your  end.  It's  a  two-way  street  and 
they  know  that  I'll  go  the  extra  mile 
and  they  do  go  the  extra  mile  for  me. " 
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WITH  DR.  ERIC  HAFFNER 


R.  ERIC  HAFFNER  BELIEVES 
that  in  engineering  there  are  no 
shortcuts  to  quality  research.  That's 
why  the  chair  of  the  Department  of 
Industrial  Engineering  and  former 
dean  holds  his  students  to  such  high 
standards.  If  students  try  to  present 
work  to  him  that  is  light  on  substance 
using  the  architectural  catch  phrase 
"Less  is  more,"  Haffner  sends  them  back 
into  the  lab  telling  them,  "Less  isn't 
more.  More  is  more." 

For  Haffner,  the  more  he  talks  with 
students  outside  of  class,  the  greater  the 
likelihood  they  will  seek  out  his  counsel. 
He  takes  the  time  to  learn  about  each 
incoming  student,  often  surprising  them 
with  knowledge  about  their  hometowns. 
He  says,  "I  particularly  like  to  work  with 
the  freshmen.  The  goal  is  to  capture 
them,  to  get  them  enthusiastic  about 
their  major  and  willing  to  join  in  to 
the  College  community." 

His  approach  in  the  critical  first  year 
Introduction  to  Engineering  course  is  to 
"start  off  quickly  and  reach  a  fever  pitch. 
I'm  continually  in  contact  with  students 
to  see  how  their  courses  are  going  and 
try  to  give  meaningful  feedback.  They've 
got  to  know  how  they're  doing." 

He  also  enjoys  finding  and  supervising 


Senior  Design  Projects.  As  the  projects 
in  Industrial  Engineering  are  all  based  in 
local  industries,  Haffner  says,  "It  is  excit- 
ing to  walk  the  manufacturing  floors  of 
the  companies  and  work  with  the  com- 
pany's engineers  to  identify  areas  that 
our  students  can  improve." 

Jennifer  Roy  '96,  a  senior  quality 
assurance  engineer  for  international 
aerospace  giant  BAE  Systems  in  Nashua, 
NH,  says,  "Dr.  Haffner  inspires  you  to 
reach  for  perfection.  He  is  very  creative 
and  original  and  encouraged  me  to  push

myself  and  accomplish  more  than  I 
thought  I  could." 

What  does  it  take  to  succeed  at  the 
School  of  Engineering  and  as  an  engi- 
neer? Haffner  says,  "It  takes  desire. 
You've  got  to  want  to  do  it.  I  call  it 
being  'determined  to  persist.'" 


Getting  "The  Thinking" 
in  Place 

Haffner's  philosophy  of  engi- 
neering education  is  "to  focus 
on  getting  what  I  call  the 
thinking  in  place." 

As  engineering  is  a  rapidly 
evolving  field,  Haffner  empha- 
sizes the  development  of  life- 
long problem-solving  skills. 
He  says,  "I  don't  know  what 
specific  problems  our  stu- 
dents will  be  solving  in  10 
years,  so  I  need  to  prepare 
them  with  a  good  toolkit  that 
they  can  apply  to  the  new 
problems  of  the  future."

Dan  Buchholtz  '96,  plant  manager 
for  Standard  Register  in  Monroe,  NC, 
says,  "Dr.  Haffner  epitomizes  the  entire 
IE  faculty  who  take  a  global  view  to 
engineering.  In  this  wholistic  approach 
to  education  and  critical  thinking,  the 
thought  process  is  very  important  and 
will  naturally  lead  you  to  better  or  the 
best  outcomes.  I  joined  a  $1  billion  com- 
pany with  6,000  employees  and  was  pro- 
moted very  quickly.  I'm  not  any  smarter 
than  anyone  else;  it's  my  thought  process 
and  ability  to  identify  problems  with 
minimal  supervision  that  have  led  to 
my  success." 

To  remain  current  in  his  discipline. 
Dr.  Haffner  has  collaborated  on  many 
journal  papers  and  conference  presenta- 
tions with  colleagues.  He  enjoys  working 
with  industry  and  has  served  as  a  con- 
sultant for  companies  such  as  Smith 
&  Wesson.  In  2001,  Dr.  Haffner  went 
on  sabbatical  to  gain  international 
experience  as  an  industrial  engineer 
in  Systemboard  Factory  Planning  at 
Fujitsu-Siemens  Computers  in  Augsburg, 
Germany.  He  was  assigned  to  improve 
productivity  of  in-circuit  tests  on  sys- 
temboard assembly  lines. 

"My  experience  at  Fujitsu-Siemens 
broadened  my  teaching  by  giving  me  an 
immersion  in  a  state-of-the-art  manu- 
facturing facility  and  much  greater 
insight  into  the  importance  of  people 
in  the  effective  implementation  of  a 
problem  solution,"  says  Haffner. 

In  24  years  of  teaching  here.  Dr. 
Haffner  has  inspired  hundreds  of  stu- 
dents through  his  "More  is  more" 
approach.  He  says,  "My  students  know 
that  I  genuinely  care  about  them.  They 
also  know  that  means  I  expect  them 
to  step  up  to  the  challenge."

N  THE  TENETS  OF  BEHAMORAL 
psychology',  the  emironment  is 
viewed  as  the  greatest  influence  on 
a  person's  beha\ior.  Borrowing  from 
the  1992  Democratic  Presidential 
campaign  slogan,  "It's  the  economy,  stu- 
pid," behavioral  psychologist  Dr.  Dennis 
Kolodziejski  has  adopted  and  modified 
that  saying  to  humorously  drive  home 
this  theory  with  his  students. 

Chair  of  the  Department  of  Psychology, 
one  of  the  largest  undergraduate  majors 
on  campus.  Kolodziejski  is  also  a  licensed 
clinical  psychologist.  In  these  complemen- 
tary roles,  he  is  the  embodiment  of  the 
College's  philosophy  of  bridging  the 
theoretical  to  practical  application. 

Kolodziejski's  background  helps  him 
relate  to  his  industrious  students. 
"There's  a  work  ethic  among  our  stu- 
dents that  I  really  like.  Many  students 
work  outside  the  institution  at  one  or 
two — even  three  jobs  to  pay  their  tuition. 
I've  always  felt  that  our  students  are  a  lot 
like  me.  I  come  from  a  blue  collar  family 
and  I  can  reallv  relate  to  their  strua;des."

Arriving  on  campus  in  1973.  Dennis 
Kolodziejski  was  originally  hired  as  the 
director  of  Counseling  Services  and  also 
taught  in  the  MBA  program.  In  1981,  he 
moved  into  teaching  full-time. 

"I  learned  early  on  that  W  estern  New 
England  College  wants  faculty  to  be 
really  excellent  teachers  who  are  also 
successful  professionals  themselves, 
combining  that  professional  applicabili- 
tv  with  the  teaching  of  our  students.  For 
me.  that  was  great  because  that's  exactly 
what  I  was  all  about." 

It  was  a  desire  to  offer  his  students 
and  clients  practical  solutions  that  led 
Kolodziejski  to  embrace  behavioral  psy- 
chology. He  recalls.  "In  my  counseling 
and  teaching  I  needed  tools  that  worked. 
In  consulting  literature,  I  learned  that 
behavioral  psychology  was  based  on  field 
studies  with  good  science,  good  research, 
and  good  documentation.  So  I  became 
an  ardent  behavioral  psychologist  and 
infused  that  into  everything  I  do  from 
raising  my  kids,  to  teaching,  and  to  work- 
ing in  my  private  practice." 

With  this  focus  Kolodziejski  has  made 
the  world  a  classroom  for  his  psychologv' 
students — from  internships  to  profes- 
sional conferences  where  students  are 
often  presenters  at  poster  sessions. 
Kolodziejski  says  such  activities  can  only 
be  accomplished  with  a  committed  facul- 
ty, "If  I  look  at  just  the  last  four  profes- 
sors hired  in  our  department,  starting 
with  Sheri  Tershner,  Dongxiao  Qin,  Chris 
Hakala,  and  Amie  Grills — all  four  of 
those  people  do  top  notch  research  and 
are  terrific  teachers  devoted  to  their  stu- 


dents. They're  not  afraid  to  hop  in  a  van 
with  15  undergraduate  students  and 
drive  them  to  Boston  or  Baltimore  to 
attend  a  conference.  And  I  see  that  atti- 
tude in  a  lot  of  the  other  departments 
on  campus." 

Conditioned  to  Succeed 

Just  outside  his  office.  Kolodziejski  has 
dedicated  a  wall  to  celebrating  students' 
acceptance  letters  to  graduate  schools. 
Among  his  proudest  success  stories  is  Dr 
Tamasine  Greig  '85.  an  associate  research 
scientist  at  the  Yale  University  School  of 
Medicine  Department  of  Psychiatry.  Greig 
received  a  master's  degree  in  psychology 
from  Harvard  and  a  Ph.D.  from  Fordham. 
She  credits  Kolodziejski  v\ith  giving  her 
the  confidence  to  reach  her  goals.  She 
says,  "Dn  Kolodziejski  was  the  first 
teacher  I  ever  had  who  I  saw  as  a  real 
person.

A  native  of  North  Carolina, 
Darlotte  came  to  Springfield 
after  the  company  for  which 
she  was  working,  Interroll,  a 
conveyer  component  part 
manufacturer,  transferred  her 
here  from  California  to  head 
its  northeast  marketing  and 
sales  division  as  the  regional 
sales  manager. 

"I  broke  the  glass  ceiling," 


she  said  in  her  characteristic 
southern  drawl.  "I  was  the  first 
woman  working  for  the  inter- 
national company  to  assume 
that  role.  I  was  so  pleased." 

It  was  her  training  with 
the  company  that  sparked  a 
burgeoning  interest  in  engi- 
neering. 

Along  her  professional 
journey,  Darlotte  enrolled  in 
different  courses  of  study  at 
several  institutions.  She  stud- 
ied environmental  studies 
during  her  time  in  California 
and  decided  to  pursue  engi- 
neering at  Springfield 
Technical  Community 
College.  It  was  a  field  for 
which  she  found  she  had  a 
natural  aptitude,  a  discovery 


she  made  during  the  time  she 
spent  assisting  Interroll  cus- 
tomers in  the  design  of  indus- 
trial applications  for  the  com- 
pany's products.  Darlotte 
began  investigating  the 
School  of  Engineering  at 
Western  New  England  College 
with  a  future  in  industrial 
engineering  in  mind. 

But  as  a  part-time  student 
working  full-time  in  a  profes- 
sionally challenging  position, 
Darlotte  changed  her  plans 
after  she  spent  three  days  fig- 
uring out  the  correct  solutions 
to  several  calculus  problems. 

"Engineering  proved  to  be 
more  ambitious  than  I  had 
anticipated  in  terms  of  the 
amount  of  time  it  would  take 
for  me  to  achieve  that  goal," 
she  said.

At  that  point,  Darlotte 
switched  her  major  from  engi- 
neering to  general  studies, 
received  an  associate's  degree 
from  STCC  in  2002,  and 
enrolled  as  a  communication 
major  here  at  the  College. 

"I  realized  the  path  I  want- 
ed to  pursue  touches  so  many 
different  aspects  of  our  lives;  I 
just  didn't  see  how  I  could  go 
wrong,"  she  said. 

Communication,  she 
added,  allows  her  to  combine 
all  of  her  past  experiences 
into  one  area,  making  her 
qualified  to  succeed  at  what- 
ever comes  her  way  next. 
Whether  selling  products  to 
industry,  managing  and  hiring

HE  MAY  BE  A  STUDENT 
in  the  midst  of  his  senior 
year  here  at  the  College, 
but  Ben  Witrul<  took  on  a  very 
important  role  during  the  summer 
of  2003  overseeing  the  daily 
activity  of  the  College's  website. 

While  College  Webmaster  Technical 
Sergeant  Tony  Mutti  was  overseas 
with  the  104th  Air  National  Guard 
after  his  deployment  last  winter, 
Ben  took  on  greater  responsibility 
and  was  an  integral  part  of  the 
launch  of  the  College's  new 
look  on  the  Web.  A  Computer 
Information  Systems  major,  Ben 
demonstrated  that  he  had  all  the 
skills  he  needed  to  successfully  do 
the  job  and  now  he  has  the  experi- 
ence to  set  him  apart  from  other 
new  graduates  who  will  be  among 
the  many  seeking  jobs  next  spring. 

"I  did  here  what  I  would  do  in

While  the  majority  of  our  student

IN  1984  AMY  SMITH  DISCOVERED 
Western  New  England  College  and 
never  looked  back.  "It  wasn't  even 
on  my  radar,"  she  recalled  of  the  day 
she  and  her  parents  were  driving 
through  Springfield  while  on  a  college 
exploration  trip. 

"We  were  driving  by  and  wondered 
what  it  was.  We  stopped  in  at  the  admis- 
sions office,  had  a  tour  of  the  campus, 
and  after  that,  there  was  no  looking 
back,"  said  the  West  Boylston,  MA,  native 
who  now  works  in  Glastonbury,  CT,  as 
the  product  manager  for  Dinex 
International,  a  manufacturer  of  meal 
delivery  equipment  and  supplies  for 
healthcare. 

Amy,  the  Western  New  England 
College  Alumni  Association  president, 
knew  from  the  start  she  did  not  want  to

"Dr.  Caprio  has  had  a  pro- 
found impact  on  elevating  the 
College  to  an  institution  of  higher 
education  that  ranks  up  there  at 
the  top,"  Amy  said.

Kelly  said  he  didn't  realize  it  was  such 
a  big  racket,  but  centuries-old  artifacts 
and  paintings  sell  for  millions  and  mil- 
lions of  dollars  on  the  black  market  and 
wind  up  being  sold  to  unsuspecting  art 
museums  and  educational  institutions 
in  the  states,  including  many  in 
Massachusetts.

Western  New  England  College  Athletics 
Continue  to  Grow  and  Thrive 


HEN  MICHAEL  THEULEN  LOOKS 

BACK  over  his  five  years  as  the 
Western  New  England  College 
director  of  athletics,  a  big  smile  flashes 
across  his  face. 

And  why  not? 

The  spirit  and  excitement  among  the  student- 
athletes  representing  the  School's  19  Division 
III  varsity  sports  teams  is  at  an  all-time  high, 
and  the  enthusiastic  Theulen  is  the  person 
most  responsible  for  the  success  his  depart- 
ment has  enjoyed  since  1998. 

During  his  tenure,  Western  New  England 
College  has  participated  in  10  NCAA  Division 
III  Championships  and  captured  14  Great 
Northeast  Athletic  Conference  (GNAC) 
Tournament  titles.  In  addition,  several  teams 
have  tied  or  established  new  school  records 
for  wins  in  a  season. 

Last  spring  the  program  reached  an  all-time 
high  when  the  Golden  Bears'  softball  team 
advanced  to  the  College  World  Series  in  Salem, 
VA,  after  winning  its  first  NCAA  Division  III  New 
England  Regional  Championship.  Led  by  coach 
(and  Downes  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  member) 
Lori  Mayhew  '95,  Western  New  England  College 
finished  10th  in  the  final  national  poll,  another 
milestone  for  the  College. 

Another  noteworthy  statistic  was  that  the  var- 
sity sports  teams  compiled  a  209-152-5  record 
during  the  2002-03  school  year  for  an  impres- 
sive 57.8  winning  percentage. 

The  success  on  the  fields  has  also  been  dupli- 
cated in  the  classroom. 

Five  student  athletes  have  been  selected  to 
the  national  Verizon  Academic  All  America 
Team  in  the  past  three  years  and  numerous 
other  students'  athletes  have  earned  confer- 
ence academic  awards. 

Last  spring,  senior  Shannon  Pizzingrilli  of  East 
Rochester,  NY  earned  her  second  straight  New 
England  Women's  Lacrosse  Alliance  (NEWLA) 
Scholar-Athlete-of-the-Year  Award  and  was 


selected  to  the  prestigious  Verizon  Academic 
All  America  squad. 

Theulen  also  has  been  responsible  for  the 
tremendous  success  of  the  Downes  Athletic 
Hall  of  Fame  Induction  Ceremony  held  annually 
during  Homecoming  Weekend,  the  Golden  Bear 
Club  (which  has  over  400  members),  the  annual 
National  Girls  and  Women  in  Sports  Day  cele- 
bration, and  the  popular  Athletics  Department 
Golf  Classic,  which  is  held  in  the  fall.  He  also 
created  the  Student-Athlete  Advisory  Committee 
and  Captain's  Council. 

Things  weren't  always  so  golden. 

When  Dr.  Anthony  S.  Caprio  became  College 
president  in  1996,  he  quickly  discovered  that 
the  students  weren't  very  happy  with  the 
athletics  program.  There  were  a  lot  of 
inequities,  so  Dr.  Caprio  commissioned  associ- 
ate professor  of  sport  management.  Dr. 
Sharianne  Walker,  to  write  a  report  on  the 
status  of  the  athletics  program. 


"Our  team  consisted  of 
sport  management  pro- 
fessionals," said  Dr. 
Walker.  "It  was  a  group 

of  sports  industry  people-facility  management, 
intramural  and  recreation,  and  intercollegiate 
athletics  specialists  whose  professional  insights 
took  into  account  the  feedback  we  received 
from  both  internal  and  external  stakeholders." 

After  examining  four  main  areas  (intercollegiate 
athletics,  intramurals.  Title  IX,  and  management 
of  the  Alumni  Healthful  Living  Center),  Walker 
released  the  group's  "Study  of  Athletics"  in 
November  1997. 

One  of  the  committee's  top  recommendations 
was  for  "the  College  to  publicly  reaffirm  its 
commitment  to  intercollegiate  athletics  in  a 
manner  that  clearly  demonstrates  to  everyone 
that  the  College  recognizes  the  value  of  the 
intercollegiate  athletic  program  and  the  pursuits 
and  achievements  of  its  student-athletes." 
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Hiring  Theulen,  then  the  men's  basketball  coach 
and  a  popular  faculty  member  at  Springfield 
College,  was  the  first  step  in  the  process. 

Once  onboard,  Theulen  quickly  went  to  work 
implementing  25  of  the  27  recommendations, 
including  the  hiring  of  full-time  coaches  for 
several  sports,  joining  a  new  conference  for 
the  majority  of  the  teams  (Great  Northeast 
Athletic  Conference),  and  improving  each 
squad's  practice  time,  travel,  and  uniforms. 

"This  is  a  great  time  to  be  associated  with 
Western  New  England  College,"  said  Theulen. 
"We  are  at  least  two  years  ahead  of  schedule 
in  terms  of  where  I  thought  this  athletic  pro- 
gram would  be.  We  have  enjoyed  support  from 
all  levels  of  the  College  family  beginning  with 
Dr.  Caprio.  He  has  been  our  number  one  fan 
and  has  given  us  his  unconditional  support. 

"The  student  body,  faculty,  staff,  and  alumni  have 
also  been  very  important  to  our  increased  suc- 
cess," Theulen  noted.  "Even  our  Board  of  Trustees 
has  been  very  connected  to  what  has  been  hap- 
pening here.  Our  student-athletes  understand 
that  they  represent  ALL  of  these  groups  when 
they  compete  for  our  great  College." 

Theulen  also  is  proud  of  the  dedication  displayed 
by  both  his  coaching  staff  and  team  members. 

"Our  athletic  staff  is  second  to  none  in  terms 
of  their  commitment  to  the  student-athlete 
experience,"  he  stated.  "Our  coaches  are 
tremendous  role  models  for  our  teams. 
Ultimately  however,  it  has  been  the  increased 
level  of  commitment  and  pride  of  our  student- 
athletes  that  has  been  the  biggest  difference 
in  our  rise." 

The  program  also  has  benefited  by  outstand- 
ing athletic  facilities,  including  the  AHLC  that 
continues  to  be  the  hub  of  all  activities.  The 
new  Golden  Bear  Stadium  opened  last  year 
and  construction  is  underway  for  the  new 
George  E.  Trelease  Memorial  Baseball  Park. 

The  Golden  Bears  also  are  drawing  larger 
crowds  to  their  games,  especially  when  the 
weather  is  nice.  Last  spring,  for  example,  there 
were  big  turnouts  for  men's  lacrosse  games 
played  under  the  lights  at  Golden  Bear  Stadium. 

Theulen  concedes  there  is  still  room  for 
improvement,  but  "the  Golden  Bears  are  now 
a  highly  regarded  and  respected  Division  III 
program  in  the  New  England  region."  ■ 


Senior  Jeff  Pinney  Returns 
from  Iraq  and  Sets  Sights 
on  a  Successful  Season 


Western  New  England 
College  senior  football  cap- 
tain Jeff  Pinney  of  Westfield, 
MA,  was  second  on  the  team 
last  year  v^th  61  tackles,  but 
that  was  nothing  compared 
to  the  assignment  he  had  to 
tackle  this  past  spring. 

Pinney,  a  linebacker,  spent 
almost  three  months  partic- 
ipating in  Operation  Iraqi  Freedom  as 
an  Air  National  Guard  member  of  the 
104th  Fighter  Wing  based  out  of 
Westfield's  Barnes  Airport. 

An  aircraft  electrician,  Pinney  helped 
maintain  the  lights,  wires,  and  envi- 
ronmental systems  on  the  powerful 
A-lO's  that  saw  considerable  action 
in  the  conflict. 

The  history/education  major  enlisted 
in  the  Air  National  Guard  in  April 
1999  and  has  spent  two  weeks  each 
summer  and  a  weekend  every  month 
learning  his  trade.  When  his  unit  left 


for  overseas  shortly  after 
Valentine's  Day,  Pinney  was 
confident  his  group  would 
succeed  after  their  initial 
training  and  drills. 

"We  were  well-prepared," 
Pinney  said.  "We  had  a  job  to 
do  and  we  did  it.  I  spent  a  lot 
of  time  thinking  about  my 
family  and  friends.  I  thought 
about  Western  New  England  College 
all  the  time,  especially  my  teammates. 
I  worried  about  getting  back  in  time 
for  the  football  season." 

Football  Coach  Gerry  Martin  noted, 
"Jeff  is  a  great  leader  of  men.  His 
teammates  and  coaches  are  proud  of 
the  service  he  performed  for  our 
country.  As  a  war  veteran,  he  has  the 
admiration  and  respect  of  everyone. 
As  an  athlete,  Jeff  has  improved  every 
year  and  should  be  one  of  the  top 
linebackers  in  the  New  England 
Football  Conference  this  season."

representing  the  Management  Department  at  SOAR  sessions  when 
parents  would  say  they  wish  they  could  attend  the  College. .  .there 
is  just  no  one  memory! 

Most  memorable  student  and  why:  The  most  memorable  stu- 
dent was  an  undergraduate  student  in  the  Business  Strategy  class 
during  the  early  1990s.  This  student,  who  had  not  achieved  his  poten- 
tial in  previous  courses,  excelled  in  the  Strategy  class.  As  he  often 
noted,  this  was  because  of  the  active  learning  computer  simulation 
project,  where  teams  made  strategic  decisions  for  their  companies, 
implemented  the  strategies,  and  presented  their  results  at  a  stock- 
holders' meeting.  When  the  entire  class  traveled  to  the  Sheraton  in 
Rhode  Island  to  present  their  work  at  an  academic  conference  of 
Management  professors,  this  student  drove  one  of  the  Western 
New  England  College  vans  and  was  responsible  for  keeping  all 
of  the  other  students  in  line.

The  DAmour  Library 

Celebrating  20  Years 
ExpandingHorizons

From  October  20-25,  D'Amour  Library  enjoyed  a  weeklong  celebration  of 
its  20th  anniversary.  Festivities  included  a  Faculty  Author's  Tea,  a  lecture 
by  Pulitzer  Prize-winning  author  Tracy  Kidder,  and  a  special  anniversary 
reception  that  provided  opportunities  for  visitors  to  learn  about  the  latest 
technology  accessible  through  the  Library  both  on  and  off  campus. 


Two  decades  earlier  the  College 
community  had  gathered  to  unveil 
this  jewel  of  the  Springfield  cam- 
pus that  serves  as  a  resource  for 
the  region.  On  September  27,  1983, 
500  people — W^estern  New  England 
College's  trustees,  faculty,  students 
and  local  officials  celebrated  the 
dedication  of  D'Amour  Library.  The 
new  Library  was  indeed  a  cause  for 
celebration.  At  a  cost  of  $4.5  mil- 
lion, raised  in  large  part  by  broth- 
ers Gerald  and  Paul  D'Amour,  and 
designed  by  the  architects  of  The 
Hillier  Group,  the  library  is  located 
in  the  middle  of  the  campus  dis- 
playing its  beautiful  portico  and 
brick  fagade  typical  of  the 


Georgian  colonial  style  predomi- 
nant at  the  College. 

To  further  honor  the  occasion,  the 
College  unveiled  three  specially  com- 
missioned works  by  local  artist  and 
Amherst  College  Professor  Robert 
Sweeney,  depicting  Springfield  and 
the  surrounding  Connecticut  River 
area.  The  paintings  now  grace  the 
Library's  first  floor  walls  and  the 
entrance  to  Deliso  Hall. 

D'Amour  Library,  at  the  time  of 
the  dedication,  represented  a  major 
change  in  the  library  system  of  the 
College.  It  supplanted  Churchill 
Library,  which,  until  the  Law 
Library  moved  to  the  temporary 
Law  School  campus  on  Tinkham 
Road,  was  the  main  Library  on  cam- 
pus, housing  the  law  collection 
along  with  the  general  holdings.  The 
Law  Library  ultimately  moved  to 
the  new  Blake  Law  Center  but  now 
shares  the  same  computer  system. 

In  1981  the  College  implemented 
an  automated  circulation  system, 
Central/Western  Massachusetts 
Automated  Resource  Sharing 
(C/WMARS)  that  it  used  until  1993 
when  the  College  adopted  the  supe- 
rior Innovative  Interfaces  Inc.  (III). 
The  Library  oversaw  the  audiovisual 
department,  which  remained  under 
its  aegis  until  it  became  part  of  the 
Office  of  Information  Technology. 
The  Library  director  now  supervises 
the  position  of  archivist.  The 


archivist's  responsibility  is  to  collect 
and  preserve  records  and  ephemera 
important  to  the  College's  history. 

VUhile  the  building's  exterior 
remains  the  same,  great  changes 
have  taken  place  within:  some  visi- 
ble to  the  eye,  others  in  the  devel- 
opment and  enhancement  of  the 
Library  functions.  The  explosion 
of  computer  usage  nationally  and 
internationally  took  place  in 
D'Amour  Library  also.  Students 
witnessed  the  installation  through- 
out the  Library  of  more  than  50 
computer  terminals  located  in  both 
newly  installed  carrels  and  on 
study  tables.  Still,  the  growth  in 
physical  holdings  does  not  accu- 
rately portray  the  Library's  growth 
in  usage.  For  instance,  with  the 
ability  of  the  students  to  access  by 
computer  in  their  own  dormitory 
rooms  e-books  and  periodicals, 
the  Library,  in  some  instances, 
becomes  a  conduit  to  information. 

Perhaps  the  most  important 
advancement  in  the  function  of 
D'Amour  Library  is  its  increased 
active  role  in  educating  our  stu- 
dents in  collaboration  v^th  faculty. 
"Information  Literacy,"  a  College 
requirement,  is  the  goal  of  both 
faculty  and  Library  staff  members. 
Staff  offers  numerous  classes 
throughout  the  year  in  obtaining 
and  evaluating  readily  available 
data  with  a  focus  on  reliability 
of  sources  and  accuracy,  thereby 
creating  the  essential  tools  neces- 
sary for  research. 

D'Amour  Library  is  the  heart 
of  Western  New  England  College, 
a  gem,  which  reflects  the  College's 
mission  as  its  students'  window 
to  the  world  of  knowledge.  ■
